Woman Promised to Kill Rustin 
and Then Herself, But Nerve 
Failed—She Says Doctor Told 
Her He Had Secured Man 
to De Killing.

oner’s inquest into the death 
Frederick H. Rustin, 
fatally shot at the door of his home, 
this city, developed several sensations 
today. 

Mrs. Abbie Rice, the woman who was 
last known to be in Dr. Rustin’s com- 
pany oOn the night of his death, de- 
«lareg that Dr. Rustin had been talk- 
ing of committing suicide, but that he 
Wished to disguise the fact so as to 
protect his Tire insurance for the ben- 
efit of his family. 

After much importunity he 
her to promise to kill him and then 
take her own life. Arrangements to 
this end were made for Friday night, 
August 286, but her nerve failed. 

On Tuesday night following, Dr. Rus- 
tin pointed out to her on the street 
car &@ Man who he said had promised 
to do the d&ed and had said it would 
be done that night. 

Denied He Promised to Kill. 

Later she identified Charles E. Davis, 
a cierk in a loca! bank and a member 
of a prominent family, as the man re- 
ferred to by Dr. Rustin. Davis was 
Placeq On the stand and testified that 
he attempted to commit suicide on the 
night in question by taking drugs fur- 
nished him by Dr. Rustin. but denied 
that he promised to kiil the doctor, or 
that he had anything to do with the 
latter's death. He said the drugs taken 
made him sick and he vomited, thus 
saving his life. He gave no special 
reason for wishing to end his life ex- 
cept that he had no desire to live. He 
said he had made previous atiempts ai 
suicide, 

Davis has not been arrested. 

Dr. R. W. Lavender, the coroner's | 
Physician who made the post-mortem 
examination, described how the bali; 
had passed straight through the abdo- | 
men and liver an? lodged near the 
spine. He produced the bullet which 
he removed from Dr. Rustin’s body.

“It is the duty of this grand jury to 
Suppress al! Kinds of gambling.” stated 
Judge Pendleton “T am glad to sav 
that I do not believe there is any 
wide-open public gambling houses in 
this county. It is a tribute to thé law 
when vice has to hide its head. 

“] want to charge this jury that !¢ 
is vour duty to enforce the law that 
prohibits any combination made for the 
sale of foods stuffs. We have a law 
which prohibits such combinations. 

“I Suppose you Know it ig against 
the law for any man under anv cir- 
cumstances to carry. @ concealed 
weapon. Men who carry weapons are 
Nable at any time to do great harm. 
It makes men bold and defiant, often 
reckless, and there is no use in it. 


The Prohibition Law. 


“There is a state law which pro- 
hibits the sale of any spiritous or malt 
liquor that wil cause intoxication. 
This does mean that such liquor must 
make a man drunk. A man who is 
tipsy is intoxicated. An intoxicated 
person ts one who is not in the full 
and free possession of all of his facui- 
ties. If for vou to criticise the 
law and you have no right to invade 
the jury box with your personal opin- 
ions. The law is the law ang you have 
taken an oath to enforce it. I also 
wish to impress upon your minds that 
you have nothing to do with the legis- 
lature placing @ tax on near beer. Such 
a fax is no reason why you should not 
punish those who sell malt liquor

Chicago, September 8.—The govern- 
ment crop report caused a strong up- 
turn in wheat prices on the local ex- 
change today, but liberal profit-taking 
late in the session reduced the gains 
to only a slight lead at the close, com- 
pared with final quotations of the pre- 
vious session. _Corn, oats and provis- 
ions closed strong. 

The condition of spring wheat at the | 
time of harvesting, according to gov- 
ernment statistics, was 77.6 per cent of 
a normal crop, compared with 80.7 per 
cent a month ago and the total yield 
was estimated at 336,000,000. The reg- 
port was generally considereg of a 
bullish character inasmuch as the total 
yield was estimated at only about one 
million bushels in excess of last years’ 
crop and while last year the stocks 
of old spring wheat in terminal eleva- 
tors and at interior points were large, 
the reserve in store at the present time 
is small. Prices responded readily to 
the buying which followed the pub- 
lication of the report and advanced to 
a point | 1-2 to | 3-4c above the low 
marks of the day. The market had 
previously displayed considerable 
Strength, owlng to a moderate demand 
by commission houses, despite a de- 
cline of more than Iq at Liverpool! and, 
also, despite liberal receipts in the 
northwest. The movement in the north- 
west, however, was not s0 heavy as 
had been expected, total arrivals to- 
day at Minneapolis and Duluth being 
1,856 cars, while about 2.500 cars had 
been predicted. Export business to- 
day, according to reports was practical- 
lv nil, but 45 boatloads were reported 
as having heen worked since Satur- 
day. The market lost nearly all its 
Strength late in the dav because of 
free seliing for profits and closed bare- 
lv steady with prices unchanged to 
1-8c higher, compared with the final 
quotations of Saturday. Clearances of 
wheat and flour were equal to 403,000 
bushels.
